**what| shouid you do If lost In the 
woods?”, Young foresters taking the 
civil service examinations for govern¬ 
ment service used to And this question 
s favorite Later most of them have 
bud more tbau one occasion to put 
their answers to a practical test, due 
of tbe commonest experiences of peo-! 
pie wbpj gc to the wopds Is to stay 
away from, tbe trails; and familiar 
landmarks and lose Qielr bearings, 
says the Boston Transcript. 

Every man who goes into the woods 
should make up his mind that in case 
be is lost he will observe a few simple, 
common sense rtsies of conduct. In the 
first place, he should resolutely refuse 
to be frlghrened The immediate efTect 
of the discovery that one is lost is 
usually complete demoralization The 
victim falls into a puuic of fear and 
wants to extricate himself Immediate¬ 
ly. He runs 'about in different direc¬ 
tions. helloing until what little sense 
he bad left Is completely gone. Avoid 
that. If you should ml9s your trail or 
be In doubt as to your whereabouts, 
the best course Is first to sit down 
where you are and think over matters. 
It is not a serious affair; be assured of 
that. There are few regions In the 
United Stares where a man Is nor 
within a day’s walk of some settle 
mem. 

If you have so lost the sense of di¬ 
rection that you cannot make up vour 
mind what course to take,, it Is usually 
best to follow a stream. In a rough 
country there Is almost always flowing 
water. Streams always lead to settle¬ 
ments. The way may be long and the 
"going” tortuous, but stick to your 
stream, and It will bring you out. 

Keep an eye on the sun if it is out 
and get your directions from it. Study 
the contours of the hills and moun 
tains, the appearance of the trees and 
of the stream. Try to find something 
familiar. Don't look for moss on the 
trees to determine your direction. It is 
not a safe guide. 

Don’t throw away food or clothing 
In order to* travel faster. You will 
probp hi y need both. 

Keep your confidence. When every¬ 
thing else is gone, hold on to that. Get¬ 
ting lost in the woods Is. after all. uu- 
der certain restrictions a rare kind of 
sport. There is certainly excitement 
enough about ft to stir the most Jaded, 
with plenty of opportunity for the ex¬ 
ercise of coolness and common sense.

Tbe Idea is for tbe testator 
to assume that be Is dead aud to dis¬ 
cover Tty an Indejieudent exjtert ex¬ 
amination during.bis life wbat is like¬ 
ly to happen to bis will after bis 
death. 

Daniel f>. Itemsen of the New York 
bar, author' of "Uemsen on tbe Prep¬ 
aration and Contest of Wills," recent¬ 
ly said: "The plan of submitting wills 
to a rigid criticism after they have 
been made and before the testator's 
death Is new in the sense of its lie- 
coming popular It Is also Justified by 
results In a majority of cases such 
examinations reveal one or more weak 
spots, and frequently grave errors are 
found in wills drawn by lawyers of 
high standing. A little caution on the 
part of Mr. Tllden would have pre¬ 
vented his fiasco. As a result of this 
movement .1 predict that the rising 
generation will !>e spared much liti¬ 
gation. and many fortunes will lie 
saved from tbe blight of family dis¬ 
cord."

For pain In the chest or side use heat, 
either poultices or counterirritauts, 
such as mustard paste ori mustard 
leaves or turpentine and vaseline. For 
pain in the back an alcohol rubbing 
with the palm of tbe hand is most 
soothing tb tbe nerves and equalizes 
the cimiljition, saya the New York 
Journal. 

A pain in the throat Is often relieved 
ter a gargle of peroxide of hydrogen, 
one tnhlespomiful to a hnlf glass of 
warm water and used evet-y hour, or 
soak a large handkerchief in alcohol, 
put this around the throat And cover 
ft with n dry handkerchief to prevent 
the alcohol from drying and evaporat¬ 
ing too quickly. 

l*aln In the feet can be relieved al¬ 
most Instantly by wnrni applications of 
witch hazel or alcohol, but first soak 
the feet in warm water for flfteeu 
minutes. This opens the pores and lets 
out the dry acids and so absorbs easily 
any remedy applied- 

A painful toothache should be taken 
to the dentist Immediately, of course, 
but where this must be delayed heat 
also will help this pain. I'se a hot 
water hag against the face or soak a 
piece of cotton In whisky of' brandy 
and apply It to the spot of pain. 

For a pain In the heart apply cold 
clothes* rather than warm, ns cold 
quiets the cardiac disturbance, while 
heat stimulates. 

For the pdffi of indigestion take a 
pinch of soifgjfo agluxa of water. For 
severe IntostJnSt pain—that is. In the 
abdomen— taH^-a tablespoonful of 
brandy with a little water and exter¬ 
nally apply the hot water bag.

One colorist whom I know has had ex 
cellent success with the Newton,colors. 
For smooth finish photographs It Is 
desirable to use transparent paints, 
such, for example, as the Acme water 
colors. These do not fade readily. 
They are cake colors. The least ex 
pensive water colors are the Japanese 
that come in paper sheets. A small 
piece of tbe sheet put In water Imme¬ 
diately liquefies.
